To his little dog ‘Nigger,’ Manager 
Bert Russell, of the Empire theatre, 
owes the fact that he is alive tuday. 
The dog is dead, the theatre is badly 
damaged as the result of a fire earty 
this morning, but Mr. Russell is alive 
though badly shaken up as the result 
of his narrow escape. 

Mr. Russell has his rooms upstairs 
in the front of the theatre, Shortiy 
before three this morning he was 
awakened by the barking of his little 
dog which he keeps in an adjoining 
reom. The room was filled with 
smoke and escape by the stairs was 
impossible. Rushing to the window 
he broke out the glass and ealled for 
help. A policeman nearby rushed 
vo his aid and at the same time an- 
other turned in the fire alarm. Mean- 
while with his head out of the window 
Mr. Russell awaited the arrival of the 
firemen With nothing on but pants 
and coat he was taken down the lad- 
der in an exhausted condition. After 
a short time he recovered from the 
effects of the smoke and was able to 
return to the theatre. 

Fire From Furnace, 

The blaze broke out in the base- 
ment underneath the stage where the 
furnaces are located. it must have 
obtained considerable headway for 
when the brigade arrived the theatre 
was filled with smoke and it was al- 
most impossible for the first halt | 
hour to locate the fire. The firemen , 
with their smoke fighting headgear | 
were repeatedly forced to leave the

This, it was feared at 
one time, would be destroyed, but 
when an examination was made after 
the blaze had been extinguished, it 
was found undamaged.
